The counter-offensive strokes on 


the wings of the constricted front 
evidently were designed to wipe 
out or offset a new wedge driven 
into the northwestern flank by a 
fresh German tank division, as re- 
ported In the Kremlin's midnight 
communique. 


Even with the arrival of that 


Panzar division and two fresh in- 
fantry divisions, the Germans seem- 
ed unable to deal the decisive blow. 
At the same time Volga boatmen 
were keeping communications open 
across the river, bringing up Rus- 
sian reserves under fierce German 
air attacks.

War Production 
Spotty During 
Month September 


I 


WASHINGTON. 
Oct. 
1- 


Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board reported to- 
day that munitions output In Sept- 
ember still was "spotty," indicat- 
ing that the month's output of 
planes, tanks, ships ond ordnance- 
would not be closer to the goal 
than the August production record, 
which he has described as not a 
iccord "we can brag about." 
'It was spotty again last month," 


Nelson 
said 
in response to 
a 
press conference question whether 
September had brought improve- 
ment in the manufacture of war 
implements. 
Beginning with the first quarter 


of 1943, Nelson added, materials 
for war production will be divided 
among war plants on an "alloca- 
tion and schedule" basis, instead 
of the present production require- 
ments plan system, which in *.s- 
sence is a refinement of the prior- 
ity system. 


Nelson said that the production 


requirements 
plan, or 
'-PRP/' 


would be retained for only 25 to 
35 per cent of the total armament 
industry. It has a "definite place" 
in those branches of production 
where material is handled on the 
basis of inventory—such as ball 
bearings, rivets, nails and the less-

NEW YORK, Oct. l.-f/P)—The 


men who make a business of con- 
verting the world's events into Ink 
so that all may read and know 
paused today and figuratively took 
stock of their record. 


The occasion was the opening of 


National Newspaper Week. 


America's press had plenty to 


pat itself on the hack about. But 
if was too busy helping to win a 
war—not alone any more than is 
any single fighter or worker or in- 
dustry, nor even any single na- 
tion. 


Its commander In chief, Frank- 


lin D. Roosevelt, put it this way: 


"Our free press has not only sur- 


vived—it is an essential part of the 
steadying ballast which enables our 
ship to ride the storm. 


'The American people are vlgtt- 


their precious heritage of 
press. They

HOUSE COMMITTEE

WAY APPARENTLY CLEAR- 
ED FOR PASSAGE OF 
LEGISLATION ON FRIDAY 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 


Chairman Fulmer (D-SC) of the 
House Agriculture committee said 
today farm leaders in the house 
would accept the senate version 
of farm price control, thereby ap- 
parently clearing1 the way for com- 
pletion tomorrow of congressional 
action of anti-inflation legislation. 


"We will do this in the interest 


of speedy action," Fulmer said. "We 
want to stop Inflation, and at the 
s;ime time help the farmer produce 
"he necessary food for wartimes." 
He added: 


"In making this statement, we 


assume that the bill will be prop- 
erly administered. 
The 
senate 


bill is practically in line with the 
house: but not nearly as strong." 


At the same time he said house 


farm leaders would insist that the 
final draft of the legislation in- 
clude a provision, 
now 
in the 


house bill, for continuation of a 
tloor under farm prices for three 
years after the war. 


Speaker Rayburn 
said 


that house action on the 
version 
of 
anti-inflation 


lion would be delayed until tomor- 
row, to give members time to con- 
sider it provisions, and then the 
legislation probably would be sont 
to a joint house-senate committee 
to compose differences.

the war, every bit from those few 
eld keys In his pocket to unused 
car rails being dug out of the 
street. 


Leaders In the united scrap met- 


al drive now in progress in most 
states arc being asked many ques- 
tions. Here are some of the typ- 
ical ones, along with answers: 


Q. Why does the war effort re- 


quire my few pounds, when I see 
tons of 
RCrhp piled up In junk- 


yards? 


A. That metal you sea piled up 


in Junkyards is being sorted and 
cut up preparatory to shipping. It 
is difficult stuff to handle, nnd it 
has to be processed. 


Q. Well, why all the rush, with 


so much of |t lying around? 


A. Winter Is coming, when tin 


scrap is much more 
difficult to 


collect and move. 
The mills are 


chewing it up at a rate never be- 
fore dreamed of. The nation must 
build up its scrap supplies to 17,- 
000,000 tons hv Jan' !• 
Steel for 
our ships, tanks and guns is made 
from melting up roughly one-half 
scrap, and ono-half new pig iron. 


Q. Who gets the money for my 


scrap? 


A. That depends upon the local 


arrangements in your community 
Iipze |-pne junkmen pay for scrap, and 


° sell it to the steel mills at prices 


fixed by the government. You can 
take your i-ciap to the nearest 
junkyard and sell it. Public groups 
in various communities who are 
collecting the scrap also sell it, 
and usa tho 
funds for 
various 


chnrltabln 
and 
public 
purposes. 


Some contribute It to the 
Red 


Cross somn to USO, some to hos- 
pitals, libraries and for other eivi« 
purposes. 
Your local scrap head- 


quarters can tell you what the 
local rrangements arc. 


>.). Why doesn't the government, 


itself come and get and 
handle 


this scrap? 


A. 
That would mean the gov- 
ernment would have to duplicate 


the manpower, equipment, and 


inow-how of the men who are the 
regular handlers. 
It takes skill 


ind big expensive equipment to 
sort and cut up scrap metal. The 
regular junkmen and scrap yard 
wen.ure doing their part, under gov- 
ernment regulations. 
They have 


to eat, just like the workers who 
make airplanes. 
The quickest and 


most effective way is for the gov- 
ernment to uso existing men and 
machinery for this job. 


Q. How much does the junkman 
get for the scrap he sells to the 
mills? 


A. Junkmon 
get 
from 
about 


$13.50 to $20 a ton for the scrap 
they sell, the price they receive 
depending upon where the junk- 
man 
and 
tl.'i mill are 
located. 


Pittsburgh prices would be at one 
level, Birmingham prices at an- 
other. 


Q- Why does Ihe junkman pay 


varying prices? 


A. 
Because of his various ex- 


penses'—paying the freight to the 
mill, cutting up the scrap in his 
own yard, using his trucks to do 
the hauling—steel men say junk- 
men net about $9 a ton. 


Your scrap may not be as goo:l 


as that of the man next door or it 
may involve more work for the 
junkman because scrap has to bo 
broken up and the various metals 
separated; such as steel from iron, 
brass from aluminum, etc. That 
involves work and all metals are 
not 
of equal 
value. 
Therefore., 


his prices to you and your neigh- 
bors vary.

packages overseas, everyone must get busy and get holiday gifts for our fighting men ready to mail 
immediately.

Whether they're in Ireland, the British Isles. Australia, New Caledonia or Iceland, American soldiers 


sailors and marines may count on an abundance ot Christmas cheer and celebration in tho back-home 
pattern. 
Of tho non-military agencies the Red Cross will take the lead in work abroad, while the United 


Service Organizations plan to entertain and help the soldier in training. Supplementing these celebrations j 
will be those of the Army and Navy themselves; In the Army, holiday events are determined by the field 
commanders, while the Navy's programs are subject to conditions Imposed by operations. 


Mail Packages Early. 


But in addition to all of those plans, every man wants Christmas greetings from home and this is 


possible through the cooperation of the United States Post Office. But please follow their instructions and 
get your packages mailed as soon after Oct. 1 as possible in order that your son, husband or sweetheart 
will be sure to know that you remembered him in the holiday season. 
Parcels, letters and cards should bo 


mailed between Oct. 1 and Nov. 1—the sooner the better—regardless of where you live or where the 
article is going. 
DELIVERY CANNOT BE GUARANTEED IF IT IS POSTMARKED AFTER NOV. I. 


Be sure that your package does not weigh more than 11 pounds and that it isn't more thnn 18 by 4- 


inches nnd, if you really want to cooperate keep the package to six pounds and the sir.o of a "hoc box. 
Wrap the packages securely but fix them so they may be opened easily for censorship inspection. Con- 
sult your postoffice for proper rates and insure the package. You can decorate tho packages with Christ- 
mas seals if they do not Interfere with the address and each package should be marked "Christmas Parcel." 
Do not attempt to send cash but use money orders Instead. 


What ta Send. 


If you are wondering what to put in the box hore are a few suggestions: Cigarettes, stationery with 


Insignia, airmail stamps, pipes and tobacco, cigarettes, books and magazines, photographs of friends and 
family in waterproof, non-breakable frames, toilet "Its, pen and pencil sets, waterproof wrist watch, small 
portable radio, polarized sun glasses nnd similar Hums.

from mom's kitchen but mom will have to be very careful as to what she sends in tho way of food. Almost 
certain to arrive in good condition are solid goodies such as fruit cakes, hard candies, dried and glazed 
fruit.

don't forget that early mailing dates mean the kitchen session has to be earlier this year. 


Chock KeRtilntions. 


If you're thinking of a gift of jewelry for your favorite soldier, sailor or marine, better check up 


on regulations as to what Uncle Sam permits him to wear. Here's the list: 


For a Navy officer, you may buy: Gold cuff links or a seven-piece dress set of plain gold; n huge- 


gold belt buckle; a waterproof watch or a simple ring. Any gems in the ring should bo dark blue sap- 
phires (the traditional sea color) or a small, flat diamond in modern cut—no flash! 


For an Army officer, you may buy: Gold dress set of seven pieces; gold sleeve links; 
plain 
gold 


waterproof wrist watch or ring. A good choice for the Army officer's ring is one of the new brown dia- 
monds, now called khaki brown, set in a plain yellow gold setting. 


Other Suggestions. 


For any man in any branch of the service you may buy a rodinized silver wrist identification tug 


which doesn't tarnish, a watch, a windproof cigarette lighter or a pen. Jewelry gifts may have Uic Army, 
Navy or Marine insignia, but for service men overseas regimental Insignins arc banned. 
To fill a vacant 


space in the box add a little ten-cent bottle of colorless nail polish with which to cout all his brass 
buttons mid braid; keeps them from tarnishing. 


Choose youi' gifts and cards with care, pack them carefully and send them early, so you can help 


make Chrlstrjns seoni like home to the service men nnd let them know the folks nt homo are thinking 


of them.
